2. In view of the above it is felt that Involvemont with Subject would 
damage KUBAI3C prestige and cause many neediMS eot^plications • Specifically, 
the use of Subject by an QDYCICE agonoy could cause rather serious embarrassment 
for KlfflARK vis a vis UFBWIHQ and other Ornmaai agencies.
